3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 22 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Claim 22 recites the limitation "the carrying strap" in line 2. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-3, 5, 8-14, 16, 24 and 25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Reed '787 in view of Malone '466. 
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Reed teaches a footwear transport and storage bag shaped as the footwear with 
a sole or lower piece and a split upper with a closure. Each bag receives a shoe and 
the bags are secured together by a strap portion 16. To have simply provided the 
portions of a nylon material and secured the fastener to the upper peripheral edge of the 
split upper portion would have been obvious in view of such teaching by Malone. To 
have further formed the shoe bag of a stretch Nylon would also have been obvious in 
view of such teaching by Malone. Note also the tab at 20 of Malone. 

5. Claims 6, 7, 1 7-21 , 23 and 26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being 
unpatentable over the references as applied to claims 5, 11.16 and 25 above, and 
further in view of Landa '097. 

To have provided the bag with hoops and rings to receive the carrying strap 
would have been obvious in view of the disclosure of Landa. 

6. Claims 4 and 1 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being unpatentable over 
the references as applied to claims 3 and 14 above, and further in view of Galetta '915 

To have secured the zipper fastener such that it extends across the entire upper 
portion to securely close the interior of the bag would have been obvious in view of such 
teaching by Galetta. 

7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The patents show covers for footwear.
